rousers, Mr. Dabney warns, “are pushing this country closer 
and closer to an interracial explosion which may make the 
race riots of the First World War and its aftermath seem 
mild by .comparison. Unless. saner counsels prevail, we 


may -have the worst internal clashes since Reconstruction, | 


with hundreds, if not- thousands, killed and amicable race 
relations set back for decades. There may also be-far- 
reaching and heavily adverse effects upon the colored 
peoples of China,-India, and the Middle East—peoples whose 
attitudes can be of crucial importance to the Allies in 
the war.” 

This quotation from the first paragraph of the Dabney 
article may be fairly said, to be the text of the piece, On 
its face, it appears to be a plausible statement. And if 
you can get by Dabney’s equating men like Philip Randolph 
and Roy Wilkins with men like Talmadge, Dixon and Ran: 
kin: equating first-rate democratic thinkers and leaders 
with some of the most vicious, -hide-bound reactionaries on 
record—you will say his text sounds off well enough. 

But the question arises, almost: at once, whether one 
who makes the initial mistake Mr. Dabney has. made is 
likely to see the problem:he discusses as it really is. Does 
Mr. Dabney, one asks, seriously think that men like Ran- 
‘aulph, Walter White and Roy Wilkins are to be judged and 
weighed by the same scales with men like Talmadge, Dixon 
and Rankin? If he does, then he is—whether he knows 
it or not—committed with an inescapable logic to the pro- 
position that democratic ideals and aspirations, should be 
suspended while we seriously go about the business of fight- 
ing and winning a war which clamorously pronounces. its 
devotion to the concept of a people’s war, Mr. Dabney

. If one turns from an-article like Virginius Dabney’s 
“4 the ninth annual report of the administration of Buell 
»|G. Gallagher, president of Talladega College, Talladega, 
Alabama, another white American, he will note an inter- 
esting .contrast in values. and emphasis. Dr. Gallagher’s 
report is titled “Sinews in- Your Wings, America!” 

He opens ‘with: 


“How will you ‘have us?’ asked the läte James Weldon 

Johnson in his ‘To America’— 
“ Strong, willing sinews in your ‘wings; 
Or tightening chains about your feet?’ ” 

“The present hour of crisis,” continues Dr. Gallagher, 
‘sharpens the.choice. Negro America might be our strength 
if we wish, or it might be our weakness if we prefer’ that. 
One tenth of the nation’s potential manpower and spiritual 
reserves, one tenth of our creative genius of our indomitable 
will to freedom, we might draw from Negro America. Or 
we. might prefer. to get poverty, bitterness, hatred, dis- 
illusionment, ‘discouragement, defeat. . Whichever may the 
decision goes, both Negro and white share the results.” 

When Dr. Gallagher speaks of “agitators” and he does 
speak of them, it is clear he isn’t talking about people like 
Philip Randolph; he is talking about reatcionaries who 
either want: the world and society to stand still or go back 
to the mythical “good old days” of slavery and brutality. 
‘This president. of ‘a Southern college calls a spade a spade, 
and the devil grows uneasy.. Buell Gallagher is for freedom 
and equality now for blacks as well as white Americans; 
and he has sense enough to know that, while we may not 
get it today, ‘nor next’ weekend, we don’t begin to get it 
by: ‘emphasizing the difficulties rather than the - social, 
political and. moral*deyices. at hand for getting it. ` 

When one cOmpares the ‘leadership of a school like

Harlem In 1943

NEW YORK—The Harlem of 
the books, the newspapers, maga- 
zines, movies and of popular bu 
misinformed ~faticy, “has 
been something of a myth. True 
enough, this ‘sprawling, thickly 
populated area of New York is 
colorful. in its. own ‘right, and 
lends itself easjly to exaggeration 
and caricature. The serious side 
of this- section - of-,-our- biggest 
city, if it has been less cele- 
brated than other .aspects,. has 
tremendous ‘social’ and political 
significance, 

During the recent holiday sea- 
son and in these first days. of 


the mew year, one notes espe- 
cially the seéction’s reaction to 
the war and ‘this country’s pro- 
secution -of-it._It- is not. that 
Harlem is reacting differently 
from. other populous Negro com- 
munities, so much as it is the 
magnitude, intesity and -articul- 
ateness of the response to the 
present crisis here. Perhaps an- 
other -way of" saying the same 
thing is that while, say, a move- 
ment like the one that has been 
built around the “March on 
Washington”: idea may have ori- 
ginated: in. Harlem where there 
are organized bodies of opinion 
to support -it’ and considerable 
political machinery to carry it 
forward, it is a movement with 
an idea that appeals.to Negroes 
throughout the nation; and it 
is in this. sense mainly that 
Harlem -is so. interesting and 
instructive a ‘place to watch.
